power from on high." This promise 
meant a definite thing to the disci- 
ples. It meant that the impossible 
should become possible, and that 
they should have power for what' 
ever they were given to do. The 
power should be there. It had 
caused Moses to break the chains 
(hat bound the enslaved people of 
God; that had helped Joshua to 
lead in triumph and Stayed the Sun 
and moon' at his command; which 
Daniel had that made' his word 
mightier than a king or a thousand 
lords, and the disciples had need of 
such a power.

Sad 
to say, there are many to be found 
in every community who are guilty 
of this offenne. Think over the mis- 
erable condition they arc in; think 
of what grief they are causing- their 
Lord; think of what a stumbling 
"block they are in the way of others; 
think of their terrible eternity mi-r 
less they turn o'nee more to Him 
■they have pierced,' and cry for 
■inercy; and then try your uimnst tn 
get them restored io the joy of 
.God's Salvation. Pray over them, 
"weep over them, plead with thrm; 
make a desperate effort to bring 
tltcm'back from the- far country 
'whither they have wandered to the 
dear old fold, where the loving arms 
of a patient God await to encircle 
them once again";-, - 

Some of the causes of backsliding 
arc parleying with temptation, the 
cares of the world, improper associ- 
ations, neglect of secret prayer, self- 
Couccit and self- indulgence. A back- 
sliding state is manifested hy indif- 
ference to prayer and sc!f-cxamina- 
tion, trifling or unprofitable Conver- 
sation, shunning the people of Cod, 
thinking lightly,of sin, and often by 
gross outward indulgences. 

In questioning many backsliders, 
however, as to the cause of their de- 
cline they will- often seek to 'lay the 
blame on some one else, and a great 
deal of (act is needed to make them 
sec their own sin and confess it. 

Colonel Brcnglc thus relates how 
lie dealt with a backslider, and his 
experience may he helpful to soul- 
fisliers in this present Campaign: — 
*' 'Are you " saved?' [ a^ked a 
little woman in one of our prayer 
meetings. 
'"No, I am not/ she replied with 

'"Were you ever saved?' I asked.

Developments Among the 
Life -Saving Scouts and Guards 

NEW ORGANIZATIONS AND A HEADQUARTERS 



CANADA EAST, by this 
time, is very well aware 
of the importance that* the 
Commissioner attaches to 
thc Young; People of Thc 
Salvation Army. It wilt, therefore, 
be easily understood that it was 
with considerable satisfaction that 
thc Commissioner imparted to a 
"War Cry" representative some dc- 
' cisions he arrived at in connection 
with the Life-Savins' Scouts and 
Guards. 

Thc lowest age at which boys and 
girls are received at the present time 
is ten years. There arc, however, a 
number of boys and girls at .eight 
who desire to join tfie Scouts, and 
Guards, hut are prevented from do- 
ing so owing to thc fact that they 
arc not old enough. 

To mcct_such thc Commissioner 
has decided on thc formation of a 
prcparalorv stage from eight to ten. 
The boys will be known as ilic Life- 
Saving Braves and the girls as Life- , 



' a large, airy reading-room and lib- 
rary, well stocked with suitable 
booki for Young People. Another 
room will be used for recreation 

purposes, where the -boys and girls

Deep and universal regret was 
felt that The General's accident pre- 
vented him from coming; himself to 
perform the dedication Ceremony, 
hut Mrs. Booth ably filled his place, 
and after the' Chiefs announce- 
ment of thc^causc of The General's 
atjscqce, she read a stirring letter 
from him. 

. Airs. Booth continued by frankly 
confessed that she had felt m.iny 
misgivings about sending The Sal- 
vation Army to China while the na- 
tion was plunged in war. She 
thought it would be a sign of that 
'discretion which is said to be the 
better jiart of valour if The Genera! 
had postponed th* carrying out of 
his intention, and she had not con- 
cealed her opinion from him. And 
in this meeting to-night she wfluld 
not have been sincere if she had re- 
frained from acknowledging her 
unbelief and fear. 

But this is the Jubilee year of The 
Salvation Army, and though The 
General had postponed the pro- 
gramme of rejoicings, of which the 
opening of China formed a part, he 
was resolved to make an exception 
in this instance, and not to deTay 
any further an enterprise of such 
importance- and one to which ' The 
Army had been for so long com- 
mitted.

She 
had had opportunities, of hearing, 
from the lips of those who had been

Anyway, in this warfare 
for souls there ought to be no dan- 
ger of a shortage of munitions, for 
God was able tn supply every need 
that could arise. 

Mrs, Booth concluded with a 
moving appeal for sacrifice in the 
cause of Christ, who did not shrink 
from sacrificing all for us, "It is 
where His own people arc not obe- 
dient to the call of His Spirit, where 
they hold back from sacrificing their 
all upon the altar of servitc, that 
the Kingdom of Christ is hindered." 

The dedication came as the clim- 
ax to a meeting which throbbed 
with ever-changing interest. There 
had been siatcly music by the In- 
ternational Staff Band; simplcsing- 
ing by the Missionaries to the en- 
tirely unprclentiousaceompanimcnt

Commissioner Iliggiiis .gave a 
most interesting account of hh visit 
to*China six-ycacs ago, since when, 
he stated, lie had "been atrongW de- 
sirous , of seeing The Army , Flag' 
unfurled there.

The men I was able to 
converse with thought that the 
work and propaganda and the in- 
teresting fashion in which Salva- 
tionists usually carry on their work 
would be such as to appeal to the 
hearts and minds of the Chinese 
generally."

HEADLIGHT FOR IRO.NS 

AN electric iron that carries a 
headlight has been devised by a 
Pittsburg inventor. The lamp is 
situated at the front of the handle, 
and is provided with a metal reflector 
that not only shades it from the eyes 
of the ironcr, but casts the light 
downward and forward so as to il- 
luminate brightly the path of the 
iron over Lucks, pleats, or embroi- 
dery. 

The wires from the lamp pass 
through ;i niclal tube in the interior 
of the iron. As soon as the current 
is turned on to the iron the lamp is 
lighted, so it acts as a warning sig- 
nal if the current has been left on by 
mistake. The total current con- 
sumption of iron and lamp is five 
hundred watts. It is said to give 
more light on the ironing toard 
than would be obtained from several 
large lamps in a ceiling fixture.

FOREIGN-BORN POPULATION 

A SPECIAL report on the foreign- 
born population of Canada has 
been issued by the Census and 
Statistics Office, and, owing to the 
conditions created by the war, is of 
special interest at the present time. 
The report states that the total 
foreign-born population of Canada 
in 1911 was 752,732, which is ten per 
cent, of-thc total population, These 
are classified as follows: — ~ 

Hostile Countries: Auslria-Huti- 
gary, 121,430 : Germany, 39,577; Tur- 
key and Syria, 4,768; Bulgaria, 
■l,6oo\. Total, 167,441. 

Allied Countries: Belgium, 7,975; 
France, 17,619; Italy, 34,739; Japan, 
8,425; Xussia, 89,984; Finland, 
10,987. Total, 169,729, 

Neutral Countries: China, 27,083; 
Denmark, 4,937; Iceland, 7,109; 
Norway and Sweden, 49,194; Ru- 
mania, 7,991 ; United States, 303.680: 
other countries, 15,568. Total, 
437,228. 

Of the total of foreign-bom per* 
sons in Canada, sixty-two per cent, 
arc males and the rest females. The 
number who have become natural- 
ized British citizens is 344,557, or 
nearly forty-sue percent, of the total 
foreign-born.-
